Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  i t is  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  the  firs  t alley  north 
of  Creighton  Avenue  from  the  west  line  of  lot  No.  5 Muidoon's  Sub- 
division of  lots  I and  2 of  J.  T.  Hanna's  Sub-division  of  the  south 
half  of  Hannas outrilo t No.  XX,  plat  A.  to  Holton  Avenue.  The  property 
which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by  said  vacation 
above  described  is  known  as  lots  1,2,  3,  4,  and  5 ivruldoon's  Sub-division 
of  PT.  T.  Hanna' s Sub-division  of  the  south  half  of  Hanna 5 out-1  o t 
No.  II,  plat  A,  and  lot  No.  3 of  J.  T.  Hanna’s  sub-division  of  the  south 
half  of  Hanna  out-lot  No.  II  plat  A. 

All  as  shown  on  the  plan  of  such  proposed  vacation  of  said  alley  as 
above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public

TO  THE  HONORABLE  BOAR!)  of  PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENTS,  of  the*  City 
of  Fort  Wayne,  County  of  Allen,  and  State  of  Indiana. 

The  undersigned  Petitioners  respectfully  represent  that  they 
are  property  owners  and  residents  in  Muldoon’s  Subdivision  of  a 
part  of  Lot  No.  Three  (3)  of  Commissioners  Subdivision  of  the 
South  l/2  of  Lot  No.  Eleven  (11)  in  Hanna’s  Plat  "A”;  and  they 
respectfully  represent  that  there  is  an  alley  running  along  the 
North  side  of  said  Muldoon's  Subdivision  and  on  the  South  side 
of  said  Lot  No . Three  (3)  in  a westerly  direction  from  Holton 
Av  tnue  to  the  alley  running  North  and  South  between  Holton  Avenue 
and  Thomas  Street. 

They  further  respectfully  represent  that  there  is  an  alley 
running  in  an  Easterly  direction  from  Thomas  Street,  along  the 
North  and  of  Davilbiss’s  Subdivision  to  said  alley,  running 
North  and  South  which  is  in  a direct  line  with  the  North  side  of 
said  Lot  No.  Three  (3);  that  by  reason  of  said  alleys  not  being 
opposite  to  each  other,  or  being  continuous  from  Holton  Avenue  to 
Thomas  Street,  they  are  almost  useless;  your  Petitioners  respect- 
fully pray  that  the  alley  running  on  the  North  side  of  Muldoon’s 
Subdivision  , and  on  the  South  side  of  said  Lot  No,  Three  (3) 
from  Holton  Avenue  to  the  first  alley  West  may  be  vacated  and  that 
an  alley  may  be  opened  along  the  North  side  of  said  Lot  Ho.  Three 
(3)  so  as  to  make  a straight  alley  from  Hoi  toil  Avenue  to  Thomas 
Street . 

That  by  so  doing  the  property  adjacent  will  be  benefited 
thereby  for  the  reason  that  the  alley  will  be  in  a direct  line 
between  said  two  streets.  And  your  petitioners  will  pray  etc. 
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
